HEAVY MONEY 

The Pocific Island of Yap is neither on the gold 1 nor silver 
standard. Instead the Yapese use stones as currency, heavy 
cartwheel-shaped slabs of stone, eight to ten feet in 
diameter. The giant coins, minted from limestone, are not 
circulated as currency, but remain in front of each res,i* 
dents home as symbols of his accumulated wealth* When a 
Yap coin has to be moved, a pole which serves as an axle 
Is thrust through a hole in the middle, and the stone is 
rolled away. 



PRIMEVAL GIANTS 

ProoflMy ftw oldest and largest living things In the world today ore the great 
Sequoia trees of California, many of which are more than three thousand years 
old. Many of these trees grow to be almost three hundred feet in height or nearly 
the size of a twenty story building, and measure one hundred feet around ot 
their base. The trunk of the largest known Sequoia is estimated to weigh over 
one thousand tons. Oddly enough, the seeds of these giant trees are so tiny 
that seven thousand of them weigh only an ounte.

Deep among the coral reefs of the South Pacific Ocean may 
be found the largest shells in existence, giant clams weigh- 
ing as much as five hundred pounds. The huge deeply 
ridged shells, two feet in length, contain twenty pounds 
of firm, delicious meat, considered a great delicacy among 
diners who relish such sea food. Although beautiful, this 
largest known bivalve is also treacherous. South Sea pearl 
divers who swim too close to the open shell risk being 
caught by a hand or foot between the mighty valves - and held till they drown. 
Halves of the giant shell have been used in French churches for holy water - 
and the field remains open for some ingenious individual to collect from the 
ocean floor a harvest of beautiful bathtubs. 



FAR AND WIDE 

S far as is known the giant star Antares in the constellation Scorpio Is the 
largest or certainly one of the largest things in existence. It is more than 
eleven million times the size of the sun and approximately 125,000,000,000,000 
times the size of our tiny earth. In spite of the immense size of Antares, its 
distance from the earth of 390 light years (two quadrillion, two hundred and 
eighty seven trillion miles) makes it difficult to see without a telescope. 



A LASTING TRIBUTE 

A unique memorial to Enrico Caruso was a huge candle, 18 feet In height, which 
was mode in New York by an Italian candle maker in 1924 and placed in a chapel 
near Naples, Italy. The candle required the work of five men for a period of 
four months and cost nearly five thousand dollars to construct. It is lighted for 
only 24 hours a year, on All Soul's Doy, and at this rate is expected to last 
for 1,800 years. 




SKY HIGH 

When a Forest Hills, LI. girl became o bride in April, 
1955, she had the unusual honor of cutting one of the tall- 
est wedding cakes ever made. The creation, which weighed 
78 pounds, was served to 350 guests attending fhe-affair. 
A pastry chef spent two days making it, and a ladder had 
be used to cut it. 



A WOMAN'S WHIM 

In 1886 a wealthy widow was advised by spiritualists that as long as sne kept 
building a house, then under construction, she would never die. Heeding their 
advice, she ordered sixteen carpenters and workmen and kept them busy work- 
ing on the house continuously for o period of thirty six years. The owner spent 
five million dollars on the house which today occupies a six acre space in the 
Santa Clara Valley near San Jose, California. To an original seventeen rooms, 
143 more were added, as well as 2,000 doors, 10,000 windows, and forty stair- 
ways, some leading nowhere. The house stopped growing with the widow's death 
In 1922, and today curious visitors stroll the endless corridors of the world's 
biggest and wackiest house, now a silent monument to a woman's dream of 
eternal life.
